Characteristics of Love Found in a Letter To 


Quarrelsome Christians in Corrupt Corinth

—An Antidote for Day's Decadence

Riding along an Ontario road re- 
cently I saw a parable of life. 
It 


•was a region of outcropping rock; 


~ and rearing its head, 
amidst 
a 


f t*j*T°ve °' trees, stood a huge, up- 
\ jSpirfanding block of granite, almost 
$ ;jauare and with a level top. In 
; the old world, such a formation, 


•when near a pass or highway, is 
usually crowned by a oastle; for it 
la a natural invitation to building 
strongly and grandly. In this case, 
however, the imposing foundation 
was surmounted by a small and 
nondescript and tumbledown shack, 
which may have been a barn or a 
corn-crib. 
The 
incongruity 
was 
striking: upon this great base a far- 
mer had erected a trivial and tem- 
f 
porary board 
structure, 
without 


*> 
any beauty or 
much 
usefulness; 
and an afront to the eye of the 
passer-by. 


To any thoughtful observer the 
spectacle cried out a message con- 
cerning the blunder of building in- 
adequately upon a great foundation. 
Such a base merits a structure of 
strength and beauty. Yet that On- 
tario farmer's mistake is being re- 
peated a million time daily in the 
realm of morals and religion. Upon 
the firm, fine foundation of the 
Christian faith—even 
upon 
the 
Rock Christ Jesus Himself—Chris- 
tians are rearing shabby little char- 
acters, of feebleness and unloveni- 
ness. Their building is not worthy 
of its base. Instead of noble cas- 
tles or stately cathedrals or spa- 
cious mansions, they have set up 
small and insignificant structures, 
whose unseemliness attracts the at- 
tention of every beholder. 
Life's Great Foundations. 


Any fresh, open-minded reading 


of the New Testament reveals the 
notab'le truth that Christianity has 
certainly provided manificent foun- 
dation for human character. The 
architect's specifications are 
all 


drawn to a scale of spaciousness 
and symmetry. 
Lives of beauty 


and of power are provided for. No- 
where else in all history is such 
provision made for the living of 
life at its largest dimensions. To 
be a Christian after New Testa- 
ment measurements is to rear a 
noble and beneficent character. 


If we were to stumble, all of a 
sudden and for the first time, up- 
on this passage from Paul's letter 
to the Christians at Corinth, this 
idea of the Spriptural expectation 
of excellence would make its appeal 
more strongly. 
Familiarity with 
these lofty phrases has dulled the 
edge of their meaning. For herein 
the Apostle paints a picture of the 
lift of love, as it is to be sought 
and practiced by the disciple of 
Christ. Instead of mere 
poetical 


fancies, he breaks up into its prac- 
tical meanings the supreme quality 
of life, which is love. Here is pro- 


M 
vided the foundation upon which 
" the lowliest Christian may build 


grandly. Paul makes love practic- 
able, an attainable ambition for the 
least of us. Not every one may be 
wise or eloquent or powerful; but 
every one may love. 
, 
-.!.. What is Love, Anyway? 


*Ai ,'iTesterday I examined a long and 


I *Bs«rlsh array of "popular" maga- 


• Ttines on a newsstand. Nearly all 


of them dealt with what they call- 
ed love. Most were trashy; some 
Were filthy. Their theme was ro- 
mance and passion and violations 
of the ageless code of character 
laid down in the Bible. Their read- 
ers seek, in the excitation of this 
unreal realm 
of 
machine-made 


"sex" stories, a satisfaction for ev- 
ery human spirit's deepest desire 
for the great reality of love. That 
display of the perversion of the pub- 
lishing art called to mind a picture 
of the countless multitudes of per- 
sons who are trying to satisfy them- 
selves with painted imitations of 
living actuality. 
For these trivial 
and 
artificial 
tales are not real love. They are 
erotic, neurotic .exotic pictures of 
passion and lawnessless lustfulness. 
Their portrayal of love is wholly In- 
adequate and unnatural. 
As Dr. 


Henry van Dyke once finely said: 


"Love Is not getting, but giving; 


not a wild dream of pleasure and a 
madness of desire—oh ,no, love is 
not that; it is goodness and honor 
and peace and pure living—yes, 
love is that, and it is the best thing 
in the world and the thing that 
lives longest." 
In his deathless 
address, "The 


Greatest Thing in 
the 
World," 
which every young person should 
read at least three times, Henry 
Drummond analysed Paul's portray- 
al of love as we have it in this Sun- 


day School Lesson. Because he was 
such a pure-souled 
and knightly 


gentleman, Drummond, whose sim- 
ple green grave in Scotland is a 
shrine for many travellers, was able 
to enter into the spirit of Paul's 
poem, and translate its meaning 
more fully into our common speech. 
Our Lesson is really a manual of 
life, a code of conduct and charac- 
ter ,a handbook of happiness. If 
every one of the millions of mem- 
bers of the Sunday School would 
memorize this chapter, and repeat 
it aloud daily for a year, society 
as a whole would be made to feel 
the influence of this true interpre- 
tation of love. 
A Dramatic Contrast. 
Two outstanding facts about this 
Song of Love need to be stressed. 
The first is that it was written for 
a group of immature Christians, 
most of them newly out of heathen- 
ism, in the rotten old cty of Cor- 
inth. 
Their background was the 


filthy paganism which much of our 
day's popular literature seeks to ap- 
proximate. Paul's message on iove 
may seem a counsel of perfection; 
yet persons for whom it was orig- 
inally written were far from per- 
fect. Their faults were as flaring 
as our own. 
Nevertheless, 
this 


Law or Love was to be the founda- 
tion and standard of their life. 


In the second place, this chapter 
Is even loftier than it appears to be 
in our English Bible. 
For some 
reason unknown, the 
translators 


rendered as "charity" 
the 
same 
word which is everywhere else cor- 
rectly given as "love." Charity, as 
we use the term, Is only one of the 
aspects and attributes of love. 
Because "love" is a word that has 


kept such poor company, and often 
means so little when it should mean 
so much; and in order to escape the 
cheap imitations current in trashy 
literature, I thing that it would be 
well to abandon "love" in favor of 
a transliteration 
of 
the 
actual 
Greek word used in the New Tes- 
tament, which is "agapa." 
There 


are three Greek words in the Scrip- 
tures which are all translated as 
"love," but the highest and sublim- 
est and divinest of these, "agapa," 
is the one used by Paul in our Les- 
son. And "agapa" is the New Tes- 
tament synonym for God—"God is 
'agapa' ", says St. John. 
If 
the 


quality and meaning of the word 
love are to be lifted up to the level 
designed for it in Holy Writ, we 
must understand it as being of the 
very nature of God Himself. All of 
our human love would be transfig- 
ured could we remembrr that "We 
love, because He first loved us"-— 
and in both cases 
the 
verb is 
"agapa." 


How to love—life's longest, sweet- 
est, hardest and most important les- 
son—is to be learned 
from 
this 


peerless passage of Paul. Love in 
its most 
commonplace, 
everyday 


expression, love with hands and feet 
and lips and heart .are here por- 
trayed.

with the exception of ,. few scat- 
tered sections, there will be ade- 
quate feed for local needs. 


"Hay and other feed crops have 


made about average yields in those 
areas where rain has 
been ade- 


quate, and only a comparatively 
few sections will find it'necessary 
to import feed. 
"The October 1 condition of cat- 


tle at 89 percent remained the same 
as last month and two months ago, 
but one point better than the aver- 
age for the last five years. Cattle

slightly in the northwest and west- 
center, but have shown improve- 
ment in other districts and are put- 
ting on flesh rapidly.

Littlepage went after him and 
was shot three times with a shot- 
gun, dying shortly afterward in a 
hospital. On his flight, the negro 
shot Blunt, aged about '60 years, 
who was said to have been working 
on a house nearby. 


Chief Littlepage was 67 years of 


age. 
He is survived by his widow, 


Mrs. Etta H. Littlepage, two sons, 
Smith and Espic LHtlcpage of Aus- 
tin, and a daughter, Mrs. Fred Rus- 
sell of Houston. 


Police said the negro's name was 


Armand Alexander. 
Theu 
wore 


about to close in on him in an out- 
lying residential district when he 
managed to turn the long shotgun 
against himself and pull the trig- 
ger, the officers said. 


Cause of the shooting of the oth- 


er two negroes was not learned. 
Alexander is believed to have been 
temporarily 
deranged, 
thus ac-

above caption. The writer 
in the Mississippi newspaper 
quotes 
William 
Jennings 


Bryan on his stand on relig- 
ious tolerance—from an ad- 
* dress made 
by 
the Great 


Commoner at M a d i s o n 
Square in' 1924. 
To recall 


Mr. Bryan's plea for toler- 
ance and party unity is most 
timely and those of the 
Dem- 


ocratic party 
considering 


voting for the Republican 
nominee would do well -to 
give some serious thought to 
remarks of the former party 
leader and the comment of 
the author of the editorial. 


The editorial follows: 
"This is William Jennings 


Bryan speaking. 
It is in 


Madison Square Garden in 
1924, 
with the "religion" 


plank of the platform under 
debate—his "last word" to a 
^convention of his party. Mr. 
Bryan said: 


"In this country it is not 


necessary to protect any 
church. I have such confi- 
dence in the Catholic church, 
which was for 1500 years 
my. mother church as well as 
yours, that I deny it needs 
political aid. It was the 
Catholic Church that took 
our religion from its found- 
ers and preserved it—it was 
the only custodian—for over 
15 centuries. 
When it did 


this for Catholics it did it for 
me and every Protestant. 
The Catholic Church, with 
its legacy of martyr's blood 
and with the testimony of its 
long line of missionaries 
who went into every land, 
does not need a great party 
to protect'it from a million 
Klansmen. 


"The Jews do not need 


this resolution. 
They have 


Elijah, and they have also 
Elisha, who drew back the 
curtain and revealed upon 
the mountain tops an invis- 
ible host greater than a 
thousand Ku Klux Klans. 
The Catholic Church and the 
House of Israel have their 
great characters today who 
plead for respect for them 
whose pleading is not in 
vain. 


"I am not willing to bring 


discord into my party. The 
Democratic party is united 
on all the economic issues. 
We have never been so unit- 
ed since I have known poli- 
tics, and nobody has had 
more reason than I to regret 
past discord. 
Now, when 


we are united and face our 
political foes with dauntless 
courage, and with enthusi- 
asm never excelled, these 
people tell us that we must 
turn aside from this titanic 
task, divide our party on a 
religious issue and cease to 
be a gerat political force. 


"The 
Democratic party 


has never taken the side of 
one church against the oth- 
er; the Democratic party 
must remain true to its tra- 
ditions; it cannot surrender 
its rights to exist; it cannot 
be false to the mission that it 
had in the days of Jefferson, 
to which it remained true in 
the days of Jackson and to 
which it was still loyal in the 
days of Woodrow Wilson. 


"My last objection is that r 


am not willing to divide the 
Christian Church, because if 
it IB-destroyed there is noth- 
ing to take its place.

Justice Holmes, of the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court, re- 
cently was inspired to de- 
clare the position t h a t 
"apart from the constitution, 
the government ought not 
to 
use evidence obtained 


and only obtained by a crim- 
inal act—For my part, 
think it a less evil that some 
criminals should escape than 
that the government should 
play an ignoble part." 


Justices Brandies, Stone 


and Butler* agreed in that 
opinion, but their diss.enting 
opinion was overruled by a 
safe .majority of the nation's 
highest tribunal, which re- 
fused to recognize any law 
"apart from the constitu- 
tion." 
It is almost certain that 


the man who wrote the con- 
stitution, and many of those 
who voted its 
adoption, 


might find themselves in 
alignment with the dissent- 
ing opinion. After all, "the 
great little Madison" pos- 
sessed the instincts of a gen- 
tleman, and undoubtedly he 
expected the 
government 


which he helped establish to 
act in accordance with a 
moral code which commend- 
ed itself to him—that is to 
say, 
with the code of a gen- 


tleman. Alexander Hamil- 
ton certainly believed that 
control of the government 
should be vested in gentle- 
men. 
Thomas Jefferson in- 


sisted on popular'control be- 
cause he held tha theory that 
the people could and would 
govern themselves with more 
fairness, justice and decen- 
cy than any privileged class 
would bring to the task" op 
governing them. 
, 


Therefore, Justice Hol»e's' 


implicit 
assumption. &&t 


there is a law apart from 
the constitution which binds 
the government to 
cent, majority or no 
ity is like an echo 
tomb. The govern, 
its agents have no right to 
commit crime on the pre- 
tense of catching a criminal. 
In doing so they certainly 
are not creating respect for 
government ajid law. 


In the old home town

" "Intelligent interest" is 
certainly a nice thing to 
have although sometimes an 
intelligent lack of interest is 
a great comfort. 


Now for those unsung he- 


roes who carry 200-pound 
foot ball captains off the 
field on their shoulders aft- 
er the victory. 


The dictum of the Prince- 


ton University professor that 
modern society has no place 
for the genius or the non- 
conformist is no news to 
representatives of either of 
*hese classifications who per- 
sist in making their appear- 
ance without leave. 
De- 


spite the movement among 
college professors and social 
workers for the encourage- 
ment of genius, those who 
are such, or believe them- 
selves to be such, will tell 
you they have a hard row to 
hoe; 
and they will heartily 


concur in the Princeton pro- 
fessor's statement that the 
tendency is to preserve a 
general state of mediocrity. 


But genius, happily for it 


and for the 
world, has a 


way of creating a place for 
itself, and just for this rea- 
son no professor has so far 
b^en able to define the rules 
which govern its appearance 
or its ruling qualities. 
It 


springs out of the common 
clay of humanity without 
warning and drives over ob- 
setacles supposed to be in- 
surmoutable. Because such 
persons have existed man- 
kind believes still in the mi- 
racle of genius, although the 
professor may have convinc- 
ing proof of his pessimistic 
conculsion that all signs in- 
dicate man has reached his 
greatest development 
not 


only along physical but also 
intellectual lines.

"Gambling," 
says 
Sir 


Walter Scott, in the intro- 
duction to "St. Roman's 
Well," is "a vice which the 
devil.has contrived to render 
all his own, 
since it is depriv- 


ed of whatever pleads an 
apology for other vices, and 
is founded entirely on the 
cold-blooded calculation of 
the most exclusive selfish- 
ness." 


The prevalence of the vice 


calls for some straight think- 
ing concerning its iniquity. 
Too many persons, including 
both "society" women who 
play bridge and street urch- 
ins who roll dice in back al- 
leys, do not consider gamb- 
ling inherently wrong. Their 
attitude is that it is only to 
be condemned if one's losses 
are so great as to be embar- 
rassing or cause those de- 
pendent upon the gambler to 
suffer. 
One often 
hears 


them say that they look up- 
on their losses as no more 
than a- i-easpnable outlay for 
the entertainment that they 
get from the game. 
Then, 


too, 
they are in the habit of 


saying loosely that all life is 
a gamble, that everyone is 
constantly taking hazards. 


They ignore the 
funda- 


mental fact that gambling at 
dice and cards is immoral 
because it is an attempt to 
win money by making some- 
body else lose it. There is 
no way for the gambler to 
profit except by causing his 
opponent to suffer. 


This is the crux 
of the 


matter and must be empha- 
sized if people are to be 
made to believe that gamb- 
ling is an evil in itself, inde- 
pendently of whether one 
can afford to lose. Can one 
afford to win, or try to win, 
at the expense of another, 
should rather be asked.

(AP)—Addressing the gen- 
eral convention of the Epis- 
copal church here today, 
President Coolidge proclaim- 
ed religion to be necessary 
necessary for the continua- 
tion of American govern- 
ment and the maintenance 
of those liberties and privi- 
leges which are characteris- 
tic of American life. 


"We can not remind ourselves 


too often," the chief exectuive said, 
'that our right to be 
free, 
the 


support of our principles of jus- 
tice, our obligations to each other 
In our domestic affairs, and 
our 


duty to humanity abroad, the con- 
fidence in each other necessary to 
support our social and economic 
relations and finally the fabric of 
our government itself, all rest on 
religion. 


"If the bonds of our religious 


convictions become loosened, the 
guaranties which have been erected 
for the protection of life and liberty 
and all the vast body of rights that 
lie between are gone." 


Major Forces for Religion 


The present convention and oth- 


er similar organizations were tak- 
en by Mr. Coolidge as evidence that 
"the major forces of the world are 
actively and energetically engaged 
in promoting the spiritual advance- 
ment" of humanity.

Robb went to his sister's room 
this morning to wake her and found 
that1 her bed had not been slept 
in.

A note from 
Mrs. Stillwell directed to Robb was 
found, asking forgiveness and say- 
ing that she had no further reason 
to continue life" now that her hus- 
band was dead. 
Stilwell, who was the same age as 


Mr.s. Stilwell, died after an apoplec- 
tic stroke which came after 
six 


years of illness. 
Stilwell was best known as tne 
president of the Kansas City, Pitts- 
burgh and Gulf Railroad of which 
he was ,the organizer and builder. 
The road later became known as 
the Kansas City Southern. 
The idea of building a railroad 


from Kansas City to the Gulf came 
to him, he said, from spirits and he 
believed also that this psychic guar- 
dianship warned hJm not to estab- 
lish the gulf terminal of the road 
at'i Galveston.

DEATHS RESULTING FROM 
"WOOD" ALCOHOL BLAMED 


"ON "DRY" RAIDS 


NEW YORK, Oct. 9.— OT—City 
and federal authorities joined to- 
day In seeking the source of i.he 
poison liquor that in three days has 
taken 30 lives. 
Acting under orders from Police 


Commissioner Warren, police raid- 
ed 13 alleged speakeasies on the 
lower East Side where most of the 
deaths occurred. Samples of the 
seized liquor were sent to the city 
lexicologist for analysis and 
the 


owner or person in charge of each 
place arrested. 


A specially qualified investigator 


with a picked squad was sent out 
by Major Maurice Campbell, feder- 
al prohibition administrator for this 
district, to co-operate with the po- 
lice. 
Mayor Walker issued orders that 
those responsible for the poison 
liquor be apprehended and prose- 
cuted. He declared Its distribution 
is more than a violation of the Vol- 
stead act an amounts to homicide. 


Meanwhile the bodies continued 


to pile up at the morgue where 
autopsies of ten of the dead had 
shown that death was caused by 
drinking wood or denatured alco- 
hol.What he charged as the policy of 
the government in using poison in 
denatured alcohol was assailed by 
Dr. Charles Norris, chief medical 
examiner of the city. 
Some of the 'prohibition agents 


viewed the exceptional death toll 
as the first results of their efforts 
to dry up New York, the drive 
causing the lower class speakeasies 
to "cut" their drinks with denatur- 
ed alcohol which had not been prop- 
erly treated to remove the poison.

ALL SAVE FASCISM 


HOME, 
Oct. 11.—W)— Premier 


Mussolini regards it as the duty 
of the Fascist press to avoid what 
might harm the regime and to do 
what is useful for It. 


The premier, in addressing the 


directors of some 70 fascist news- 
papers, said that 
while 
nobody 


could 
criticize 
the 
fundamental 


principles of fascism, any paper 
was free to criticize all other fields 
such as science, art, lieterature and 
music, "even to say that Mussolini 
is a mediocre violin player." 


Since fascism was an all-inclus- 


ive regime, the premier pointed 
out, the press was an integral pan 
of it and could not be apart from 
that unity. "Thus journalism," he 
explained, "more than a profession 
or trade, becomes a mission of 
great and delicate importance." 


Mussolini said the freest press-in 


the entire world was the Italian 
"because it fserves only one cause 
and one regime, free because with- 
in the laws of the regime it can 
exercise all the fuctlons of con- 
trol, criticism and propulsion."
